The closest prior art of record (US 5,534,267) teaches a hair dyeing composition 
comprising 4,5-diaminopyrazole of the general formula (I) (see page 3, formula (1)). However, 
the closest prior art of record (US' 267) does not teach or disclose 4,5-diaminopyrazoles of the 
claimed formula (I) in which a substituted diazole ring is attached through an alkyl radical to a

pyrazole ring as claimed. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of hair coloring formulation.
